lirast Suufluy Music. 

The advent of Brady's Band 
upon the streets on Sunday last, 
with circumstances attendant, 
seems to have started anew the 
discussion of two or more issues. 
One is involved in the question 
whether a law can be and cannot 
be at one and the same time 
Upon this query the Mayor and 
Council appear to have assumed 
the affirmative. Th- Council de- 
clined to repeal the ordinance 
against brass bands playing on 
Sunday, but with a peculiar 
method of cultivating public re- 
spect for this law, "tacitly" gave 
Brady's corps to understand that 
the law would not be enforced. 
This is a dangerous attitude. It 
tends towards demoralization. The 
ordinance should be repealed, if 
it is not of a nature to prove bene- 
ficial to public order. Otherwise 
the result is a "nditctio ad absur- 
dum." 

The Mayor has no power to 
suspend any law. He has less 
power in fact than any other citi- 
zen, for as Mayor his oath requires 
him to see that the laws are en- 
forced, regardless of his opinion 
as to their propriety or constitu- 
tionality. He cannot even con- 
nive openly or secretly with the 
breaking of any law, but with 
that earnest and lofty inspiration 
that bespeaks the impartial chief 
officer, he must say "obey the 
laws that be or I will iiee that you 
are punished." He /cannot dally 



with a condition of "now you see 
'em and now you don't " 

It may be admitted that the 
peculiar glamour of frailty and 
ghastly shadows that infested the 
law in its observance at the "Craw 
precinct," durin;.; the imbroglio 
of politicians, may have some- 
what wrecked the sensitive mind 
of the Mayor and divided his sus- 
ceptibilities touching the province 
of law, but with all that, one may 
reasonably hope that much of the 
mental fog may have cleared away 
and let in the sunlight of truth 
and duty. Still, this Brady busi- 
ness looks as if there be little hope 
that the Mayor has been touched 
with the balm of healing. 

The next question involved in j 
Brady's blare of trumpets is of 
an aesthetical nature. Some citi- 
zens agree there can be no great 
hirm in a band playing on Sunday 
for proper purposes and at infre- 
quent intervals. But it appears 
that Brady pursued the protective 
form of public leniency with the 
most constant urgency. It was 
with the unceasing constancy of 
the ardent lover. Week after week- 
he and his cohorts kept up the 
routine of Sunday practice. Now, 
siid these liberal souls, if Brady 
will quit practicing on Sunday 
and just play us some real music, 
we will never lend our influence 
to worry him with the interventi >n 
I of law. And although tiiey w.iit :d 
and waited until their hearts were 
frantic with grief, Brady still kept 
up that eternal practice where one 
horn tried to out blow another and 
the drum tried to beat down both, 
until in sheer desperation these 
genial souls at last joined the 
fanatics and helped make the 
deadly ordinance that suppressed 
Brady and his band. So that at 



best or the worst, there is much 
of an aesthetic question in this 
matter of brass music on Sunday. 
The ear of Frankfort is a cultivated 
ear. Music is its passion. And 
Brady is not its idol— that is in the 
province >f music. 

But Brady has good reason to 
appeal to popular clemency in this 
troublesome cataclysm. He may 
well say, "we can't all bs Men- 
delssohns or Gilmores or Liber- 
attis or even Sixtons, and whilst 
my music is not pregnant with 
the symphonies of the music 
of the spheres, it at least can stir 
some hearts." So that, perhaps, 
it may be well to give Brady a 
chance — he may have quit practic- 
ing and gone to real up and down 
hard playing. It may be that 
Brady holds his life in his hands, 
or better, on his lip-*; and we 
doubt whether it be wise policy 
to drive him to desperation.

A committee of citizens went to 
Louisville Wednesday to try and 
induce the Republican Central 
Committee to call the State con- 
vention to meet in this city, but 
Louisville's influence was too 
great to be overcome and she won 
the day. Mr. M. P. Gray, who 
is ever ready to do all in his power 
to advance the interests of Frank- 
fort, was spokesman for the party, 
and of him the Louisville Com- 
mercial said: 

Mr. M. P. Gray, of Frankfort, 
was the first to speak in favor ol 
his city. Speaking as the repre- 
sentative of the Franklin County 
Republican Committee and of the 
citizens of Frankfort, he invited 
the committee to select Frankfort 
as the place for holding the con- 
vention, assuring them a hearty 
welcome and the freest hospitality.
